I feel for that oſtentatious 
parade and vanity which are diſplayed in compounding and 
adminiſtering an opiate, that is calculated to cloud your 
underſtanding, and lay the riſing vigour of ingenuous minds 
into an ignoble and dangerous reſt. The candor and modeſt y 
of the biſhop, wherever it can be diſcovered, ought neither- 
to be repreſſed nor concealed :. he confeſſes that he would 
be underſtood to recommend a part of fo great a variety of 
books © rather from a general examination than-an accurate 
ſtudy of them.” 
His lordſhip's preface deſerves your attentian, and we 
will, with your leave, go over it together. We will not

knowledge and reading,” tho' we may obſerve, by the way, 
that his “ reading” is not inconſiderable, if he hath read 
half the books he recommends to you; and even admitting 
that to be the cafe, his © knowledge” appears to be ſuch, as 
to admit of conſiderable allowance for the little impiove- 
ment he hath made, or leaves us to preſume that he bene- * 
fitted by the advice of Solomon--he that increaſeth nn 
increaſeth. ſorrotu. (Eccles. i. 18.) 

It ſeems not to have been the intention of our right 
reverend father to inſtruct the ſtudent until after he had 
entered on his noviciate, His “ lift was intended for their 
« uſe chiefly, who, upon conviction already formed, (which 
by the way, implies ſuch a knowledge of the ſubject, as - 
renders all further inſtruction from his lordſhip needleſs, ) 
e have engaged, or are deſirous to engage themſelves, to 
<« preach the faith and diſcipline of the church of England 
„ againſt all oppoſers. — Thus the biſhop renounces the 
character of the recruiting officer, who beats up for volun- 
teers, or occaſionally overreaches an honeſt ruſtic ; but 
_ confines himfelf to the duties of adjutant of the regiment, 

and by proper diſcipline hopes to prevent deſertion. 

- In the eſtimation of the biſhop it is a great recommen- 
dation of his liſt, that there are few, if any places, in which 
«the ſhops will not afford ſome of the books ranged under 
ce each head, (p. 3. — And he afterwards fays, & It has like- 
« wiſe been his wiſh, if it may be, to reſcue from neglect | 
« ſome books of prime merit in point of argument and erudi- 
« tion; a neglect, to which the cheapneſs of them now in no 
„ ſmall degree contributes.“ (p. 4. This recommendation 
of our reſpective liſts, and this deſign in the publication of 
them, we enjoy in common. Through the ſtifling ſyſtems . 
of ſome of his lordſhip” s brethren, in which, by the bye, they 
are wiſer in their generation, than others who provoke or 
reſiſt 
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reſiſt diſcuſſion, the new Teſtament itſelf is a book neglected, 
as being unfriendly to ſyſtem-mongers, although it be con- 
feſſedly the only guide, which an honeſt man, who is ſeriouſly 

defirous of finding his way, would conſult and follow. 
I be biſhop, with more of the wiſdom of the ſerpent than 
the innocency of the dove, made it (as he avows) © his 
&« principal object to ſele& ſuch books only as were moſt 
« obviouſly employed in maintaining the fundamental doc- 
te trines of our faith, and in vindicating and illuſtrating the 
« articles, rites, and ceremonies of the church of England, 
< avoiding carefully ſuch as avowedly controverted thoſe 
« doftrines, rites, and ceremonies, or indirectly oppoſed 
« them.” (p. 4.)—A more impartial adviſer would have 
recommended it to you to have inquired and examined, 
before you determined; inſtead of taking advantage of an 
early and premature determination, and leaving you to 
make your inquiry and examination afterwards. At leaſt 
his lordſhip's. proceedings in theology would be reprobated 
by the practitioners of law in Weſtminſter Hall, for this 
were to hear the defendant's anſwer to the charge of the 

plaintiff, before the plaintiff has been heard for himſelf. 
From an apprehenſion that we ſhould miſtake his deſign, 
his lordſhip again repeats it that © his deſign was not t 
“ produce, or procure a profeſſion of faith; but to put into 
e the hands of thoſe, who have already formed their judge- 
«© ment, ſuch authors as would beſt enable them fo to ex- 
plain and defend the reaſonableneſs and certainty of that 
« profeſſion, as becomes thoſe, who undertake to be 
e teachers in religion.” (p. 6 and 7.) The good deſign of 
your dioceſan goes upon the preſumption that he is per- 
fectly indifferent how you come by © your profeſſion of 
faith,” provided you will give him leave to © enable you to 
« explain the reaſonableneſs and certainty of it,” This 
looks as if more was meant than met the eye; and induces 
a a ſtrong

a ſtrong ſuſpicion that the . biſhop was not without hope o 
inculcating a little of that holy craft which was uſed by 
Demetrius and his workmen, in order to monopolize the 
making of filver ſhrines for Diana. 

We muſt not forget that the biſhop is head of a college 
in one of our univerſities, tho? the recollection of that cir- 
cumſtance will not add to his character for knowledge or 
veracity. Conſidering, therefore, that he ſuſtains this 
public appointment, (and it has been ſaid not without 
honor to himſelf) we may be allowed to expreſs the more 
aſtoniſhment how he could gravely ſay, that © they, who 
have been educated in an univerſity, have neither wanted 
4 the means of information, nor the aſſiſtance requiſite, ta 

« acquire a conviction in the faith and diſcipline of the 
e church of England.“ (p. 5. ) There are many perſons now _ 
living, who have been members of both our univerſities, 
and who, at this inſtant, are © of ſound memory and un- 
derſtanding, and of unimpeached integrity, who do not 
remember to have received there any theological inſtruction. 
Whatever. 

The biſhop very Wee deli gts to deal in ni 
he ſpeaks of finding © nothing in our articles and liturgy 
Pontradiftory to the the general tenor of the ſeriptures.“ 
(p. 5). Without taking upon me to impugn any of theſe 
articles, as blaſphemy, or as nonſenſe, he (I may venture to 
aſſirm,) would be thought a bold man who ſhould ſay that 
the many thouſand diſtinct propoſitions they contain are, 
all and every of them, agreeable to the word of God,— 
if he were not ſupported by numbers, and thoſe numbers 
fupported by the civil power. Volunteers who enter into 
the ſervice of the church from conviction are few ;—habits 
of aflociation,---the countenance of names,---the influence 
of prejudice, and ſometimes the bribe of emolument, operate 
ppon the young W a preſs warrant on a ſeafaring 
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man, and as the one is hurried on board a tender, ſo the 
other is driven into the church. „ 1 
Leſt the biſhop ſhould have a want of liberality imputed 
to him, he has made a formal declaration that he does 
e not wiſh to preclude any one from the means of reading 
the objections of ſocinians or infidels againſt our faith: 
(p. 8.) but he has profeſſedly omitted to mention in his lift 
every name and work that may have an unfavourable 
aſpect towards the doctrines of the articles and liturgy.v 
This omiſſion has o-caſioned theſe ſupplemental pages to his 
lift from an inferior hand, for he has been fo very reſerved 
in telling his ſtudents where they may find books which 
will give them information, that one may ſuppoſe it re- 
- quires more than ordinary diſcernment to diſcover them. 
All objections to the liturgy are placed to the account 7 80 
either of © an ignorance of its hiſtory, and want of 
« knowledge in the ſentiments and language of contem- 
« porary writers, or of an eager deſire of the popularity
